Davis for Promotion 
Action This Session 





{DECLARING it “vitally important to 

have remedial legislation at once,’ 
Secretary of War Davis on Jan. 10 told 
the Senate Military Committee that 
“controversial details can be considered 
on their merits for supplemental legis- 
lation” and asked them to enact this ses- 
sion a bill providing: 

(1) Promotion based on length of serv- 
ice-in-grade. 

(2) Removal of all restrictions on pro- 
motion to the grade of major. 

Similar Views Expressed. 

His statement was delivered in ex- 
ecutive session and is said to have made 
a profound impression on the Commit- 
tee. It expressed the same views as were 
contained in the letters on the Promo- 
tion Survey transmitted to the Commit- 
tee last week by the Army and Navy 
Journal and was in harmony with the 
recent statement of the Chief of Staff 
before the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee. The Secretary declared his sole 
purpose was “to secure what appears 
to be of the greatest benefit for all.” 

The Committee adjourned after it had 
also questioned Hon. F. Trubee. Davision, 
Assistant Secretary of War for Air, who 
emphasized the need of more rapid pro- 


_motion in the Air Corps and said that 
_legislation to this end is

Action Planned Next Week. 

A meeting to consider the Furlow Air 
Corps bill (S. 3269) is scheduled for Jan. 
18. Senator Reed chairman of the Com-

Legislative Status of 
Promotion Bills Told 


By HON. JOHN M. MORIN, 
Chairman, House Military Committee. 
[NQUIRIES received in my office dur- 

ing the last few weeks indicate that 
much confusion exists in the minds of 
many persons interested in the promo- 
tion legislation now pending in Congress. 
This is due to the action taken by the 
military committees of both houses on 
several bills that have been favorably 
reported. It gives me pleasure to take 
this opportunity of providing for the 
columns of the Army and Navy Journal 
an explanation of just what has been 
done, together with a statement in as 
clear language as possible of the effect 
of each bill now pending. 

First, then, an analysis of the legisla- 
tive situation. Hon. Allea J. Furlow in- 
troduced the bill H. R, 12814, to increase 
the efficiency of the Air Corps. This 
bill was reported by the House, Military 
Affairs Committee and passed by the 
House of Representatives. The Senate 
Military Affairs Committee amended the 
bill as passed ‘by the House by striking

Favor Educational Orders Bill 


Jy NACTMENT of legislation to permit 
4 the government to place trial mu- 
nitions and equipment orders with com- 
mercial plants as a means of promoting 
industrial preparedness in case of emer- 
gency was advocated before the House 
Military Committee yesterday by the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States. 

Representing a special committee of 
the National Chamber, Ernest T. Trigg, 
president of the John Lucas and Company 
Phila., appeared before the Committee 
and said that organized business favored 
the passage of a bill which would permit 
the Secretary of War to place with in 


dustries orders of an educational char- 
acter for equipment, munitions and ac- 
cessories. 

“Educational orders,” he declared, “are 
not designed to he nor will they be a prof- 
itable source of new business to American 
industry Business is interested in them 
chiefly from the viewpoint of national de- 
fense. They would serve to bring the 
defense of our country abreast with the 
industrial era in which we live. 

“The World War,’ he continued, “taught 
us one outstanding lesson in national de- 
fense. The ultimate battlefield, where 
rests the final decision, is the factory. 
Unless we have the facilities and know 


how to equip without loss of time a mod- 
ern military force, in which the use of im- 
proved mechanical devices for firing and 
for the transport and protection of men 
is rapidly becoming more and more im- 
portant, we are as helpless in face of a

“There are certain things which the 
Army and Navy need in war time for the 
production of which no previous training 
on the part of the managers and workers 
in our factories is required. These are 
commercial articles such as shoes, cloth-

“There are other things which the mili- 
tary force needs which are not produced 
commercially. Ordnance of course, for in- 
stance, rifles and artillery and their am- 
munition -is -the outstanding example. 

“We do not have in this country any 
large privately operated munitions indus- 
try as do some of the countries of Kurope. 
Our Government arsenals have a max- 
imum capacity to produce only from 
1, of 1 per cent to 5 per cent of the total 


requirements in time of war of the various 


articles of ordnance equipment. For many 
indispensable articles therefore we must 
rely in war-time upon commercial plants 
which have no experience in peace time 
with their production. 

“These factories not only lack expe- 
rience; they also lack the necessary dies, 
jigs and fixtures to produce these non- 


commercial but indispensable munitions 
and equipment.

Modernization of 
Service Pay Is Urged 


DUNCAN U. FLETCHER, 
Ranking Democratic Member 
Senate Military Committee. 

HIS is an age of modernization. It 

is the constant effort of Congress 
to equip and maintain up-to-date De- 
fense forces. That is why I am heartily 
in favor of a Joint Congressional study 
of the Service pay question, as provided 
in the resolution recently introduced by 

Chairman Reed of this Committee. For 

Service pay is sadly in need of modern- 

ization. 

The Navy has already taken steps to 
provide Congress with pertinent infor- 
mation concerning pay conditions in 
that Service through the medium of the 
McNamee Pay Board report. Its lucid 
exposition of: the situation, much of 
which is applicable to the Army, should 
prove very helpful. 

For Complete Data. 

The Army and Navy Journal informs 
me that the Army is taking preliminary 
steps to compile data on the situation in 
the military establishment. It is to be 
hoped that the scope of chis compilation 
will include information from all arms 
and branches. 

I understand that the Journal is will- 
ing to cooperate in securing information 
from Service personnel and have noted 
several interesting letters on pay in its 
columns. Officers would do well to avail 
themselves of this medium, as all in- 
formation gathered can be turned over 
to an Army Pay Board should the War 
Department convene one, and will be 
available to Congress in any event. 

The depreciation of the dollar due to 
advanced living costs and the corre- 
sponding lack of compensatory increases 
has placed officers in a difficult position, 
Any investigation would naturally take 
this factor into consideration and it is 
hard to see how any conclusion can be 
reached which will not rearrange the 
pay to provide an_ increase over the 
present schedules. 

Army officers suffer just as much from 
the hardship of changes of station which 
involve considerable extra expense as 
officers in the Navy. In addition the 
recent authorization of the blue uniform 
and kindred requirements place a heavy 
drain upon the purses’ of the commis- 
sioned personnel which must be allevi- 
ated to keep up morale.

C. P. Exercises Approved 

S a further step in the use of Com- 

mand Post Exercises for the purpose 
of training for higher command duty, 
the War Department has approved the 
plans of Maj. Gen. Dennis Nolan, com- 
manding the Fifth Corps Area, with 
headquarters at Columbus, Ohio, for such 
exercises to be held in conjunction with 
Air Corps maneuvers in May, 1929. 

The plans contemplate a state of war 
between two theoretical States, Blue West 
and Red east of a general north and south 
line running two miles west of Toledo, 
Bowling Green, Findlay, Kenton, London, 
Washington Court House, Hillsbore, and 
Manchester, Ohio. The Air Corps forces, 
representing the two States, will actually 
be present, but the ground troops, with the 
exception of the staffs of units to include 
divisions, will be simulated, 

The staff of the Fifth Corps Area, sup- 
plemented by other Regular Army officers, 
will furnish the personnel for the staff of 
the First Blue Army and First Blue Corps. 
The Commanding General and Staff, 37th 
Division, Ohio National Guard, the Com- 
manding General and Staff, 38th Division, 
Indiana and Kentucky National Guard, the 
Staffs of the 83rd, 84th and 100th Organ- 
ived Reserve Divisions, composed of officers 
from Ohio, Indiana, West Virginia and 
Kentucky, respectively, together with an 
improvised staff for the 5th Regular Divi- 
sion, will form the headquarters of the 
divisions of the First Blue Army. 

Col. W. H. Waldron, 10th Infantry, has 
heen designated Director of the Red Army 
nnd will be given the necessary number of 
nssistant directors and a skeleton staff. 

The Blue air forces will concentrate at 
Wright Field, Dayton, and the Red air 
ferees at Norton Field, Columbus, Their 
combined strength will total approximately 
200 planes. 

The headquarters of the First Blue Army 
will be established at Fairfield Air Depot, 
that of the First Blue Corps at Urbana, 
and those of the divisions at Urbana, 
Mechanicsburg and other towns near the 
theoretical locations of their troops. 

The problem to be worked out during 
the maneuvers, which will last four days, 
will involve an advance of the Blue Army 
from its concentration area against the 
Red positions covering the City of Colum- 
bus: the development and attack of the 
main Red battle position along the Bic 
Darby Creek west of Columbus; the re- 
tirement of the Red Army to a new posi- 
tion: and a pursuit by the Blue Army dur- 
ing the retirement and the attack of the 
new position. 

Similar exercises were held last fall in 
the Eighth Corps Area in the vicinity of 
San Antonio, Tex., and proved highly in- 
structive. 


_ RULES ON CEMETERIES. 

All soldiers, sailors, members of the

Debate Air Officer Need 
The statement attributed to the War 


Department that we cannot get qualified 
pilots at the present time is erroneous, 
was the statement recently made by 
Representative Furlow during the debate 
in the House on the War Department 
Appropriations bill. He also stated that 
no effort has been made by the War De- 
partment to give permanent commis- 
sions in the Air Corps to all the grad- 
uates of Kelly Field who would accept 
Regular Army commissions. 


The discussion relating 
Corps program follows: 

Mr. Barbour. So far as the officers are 
concerned, we are behind on the require- 
ments at this time, and this is due to the 
difficulty that has been encountered in se- 
curing officers for the Air Corps. 

As the gentleman well knows the tests 
that a candidate for appointment in the 
Air Corps must pass are very severe, and 
not everybody by long odds can meet the 
requirements, and they have experienced 
difficulty in getting officers from other 
branches of the service who could pass 
these tests, or even from civilian life. Their 
main source of supply right now is from 
the flying cadets. They are furnishing to- 
day the main supply of officers. in the 
Army Air Corps 

Mr. Furlow. May I say to the gentleman 
that my investigation convinces me that 
there has been no effort on the part of the 
War Department to give permanent com- 
missions in the Air Corps to all the grad- 
uates from Kelly Field who would accept 
Regular Army commissions, men who have 
qualified and are qualified. The War De- 
partment has been waiting for these trans- 
fers from the other branches. As a result 
of this we are far behind in our program, 
and it is my understanding the War De- 
partment has arbitrarily advanced this 5- 
year program to a 6-year program, in 
reality, from the time it was intended to 
start. In so far as the statement attributed 
to the War Department that we can not get 
qualified pilots at the present time I know 
that is erroneous. I know that Kelly Field 
has graduated many men who have asked 
for commissions in the Regular Army upon 
completion of training, and they have been 
refused. Maybe they went into the re- 
serve, but we have lost many others by 
failing to take them when they were in a 
receptive mood. The difficulty is because 
the other branches have been reluctant to 
give up their files for the Air Corps. As 
a result our personnel program is behind 
our building program. I think we have 
reached a very serious point in the develop- 
ment of our Air Corps when we go on 
with the building program so far as equip- 
ment is concerned, and yet neglect a vital 
part of the program which is personnel, 

Mr. Barbour. There is undoubtedly a 
relation between the two. 

Mr. Furlow. I understand, though, that 
files have been opened and examinations 
to fill vacancies have been called. This 
will help but we should be in position to 
fill our vacancies from recent graduating 
classes at Kelly Field. I hope the Congress 
will keep an eye on this personnel pro- 
gram and keep it abreast of the building 
program, and I hope that the Congress will 
make itself felt and make its voice heard 
so that those charged with this responsi- 
bility will know that Congress intends to 
have the 5-year program carried out as 
originally contemplated.

Mess Hall Bill Enacted 
The bill (S. 4640 and H. R. 14813), to 
provide for the completion of the new 
cadet mess hall at West Point, passed 
both Houses on Jan. 7. The President 
approved the measure on Jan. 9 and it 
is expected that funds will be included 
in the pending appropriation bill or a 
deficiency bill to facilitate construction.

Is not the number of officers 
limited to 12,000 plus the 403 in the Air 
Corps? 

Mr. Barbour. Let me ask the gentleman 
that question. The gentleman would know 
that, because it woull come under the 
jurisdiction of his committee. Is there a 
limit of 12,000 on the number of officers, or 
is that the amount we have been appro- 
priating for’ 

Mr. James. My impression is that it is 
12,000, by law. and that we increased the 
number by 403 in providing for the Air 


Corps. 
Mr. Barbour. I would not state definitely, 
because that is a legislative matter. My 


understanding has been, however, that the 
limit was not fixed by law at 12,403. 

Mr. James. We increased the number of 
officers 403 to ge into the Air Corps. I 
do not think that they can have nicre than 
12,403.

(THE bill creating the rank of General 
for the incumbent of the office of 
Chief of Staff of the Army was passed 
by the Senate on Monday of this week. 
The measure now goes to conference as 
the Senate changed the language regard- 
ing the precedence of the Chiei’s of Staff 
and Naval Operations. 


The following discussion preceded the 
bill’s passage: 

Mr. King: Mr. President, we have a 
number of bills here dealing with promos 
tions of officers of the Army.

The Presiding Officer: Is there objection 
to the consideration of the bill” 

There being no objection, the Senate, as 
in Committee of the Whole, proceeded to 
consider the bill, which had been reporied 
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from the Committee on Military Affairs 
with an amendment to make the bill read: 

Be it enacted. etc., That hereafter the 
Chief of Staff of the Army, while holding 
office as such, shall have the rank and 
title of general, and shall receive the pay 
and allowances of a major general, and in 
addition thereto, the personal money al- 
lowance prescribed by law for the officer 
of the Navy serving as Chief of Naval 
Operations. The Chief of Staff of the Army 


and the Chief of Navy Onerations shall 
take rank between themselves according te 
dates of commission in the advanced rank 


held by them while serving as such and 
shall both take rank above all other officers 
on the active list of the Army and Navy.

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Survey Analysis Revealing 

N analysis of the response by grades 

in tne Coast Artillery Corps and 
Chemical Warfare Service to the Army 
and Navy Journal survey on promotion 
brings to light some interesting facts. 
Coast Artillery Corps. 

The renlies from the colonels in the 
Coast Artillery Corps give the follow- 
ing comparative results on the various 
questions: The colonels apparently fa- 
vor by almost 5 to 1, promotion after 
service-in-grade (length of service) re- 
tirement with suitable compensation of 
officers appointed July 1, 1920. 

Out of 38 replies received from -lieu- 
tenant colonels all were in favor of the 
removel of reiirement restrictions, while 
4 to 1 were in favor of the retirement 
of lieutenant colonels after 26 years. 

The majors were nearly unanimously 
in favor cf voluntary separations and 
almost 6 to 1 in favor of promotion after 
service-in-grade. 

Of the replies from the captains 160 
out of 174 were in favor of promotion 
after serv.ce-in-grade, nearly 13 to 1 in 
favor of no restriction in grade, and 
practically unanimously in favor of re- 
moval of retirement restrictions. 

Of 128 replies received from first 
lieutenants 123 were in favor of pro- 
motion after service-in-grade and 124 to 
1 in favor of voluntary separations. 

Seventy-five replies were received 
from second lieutenants in this corps, 72 
of which advocated promotion after 
service-in-grade and the percentage of 
those in favor of retirement of officers 
appointed July 1, 1920, was 14 to 1. 

Chemical Warfare Service. 

In this Service the replies from the 
colonels were included with those of the 
lieutenant colonels. Of these the replies 
were unanimously in favor of promotion 
after service-in-grade, for no restriction 
in grade, retirement of officers appointed 
July 1, 1920, removal of retirement re- 
strictions, All except one were in favor 
of retirement of lieutenant colonels after 
26 years. : 

Replies were received from 20 majors. 
They were unanimously in favor of re- 
tirement of officers appointed July 1, 
1920, with compensation, and removal of 
retirement restrictions, while the replies 
were 19 to 1 in favor of voluntary 
separations. 

The percentage of captains in favor of 
Promotion after service-in-grade was 
about 9 to 1, and 3 to 1 in favor of no 
restriction in grade, 10 to 1 in favor of 
retirement of officers appointed July 1, 
1920, with suitable compensation. 

The replies from the second lieuten- 
ants are ‘nciuded in the table with those 
from the first lieutenants, 16 being the 
total replies from both. Of these, opinion 
was unanimously in favor of no re- 
Strictions- in grade and retirement of 
lieutenant colonels after 26 years, re- 
moval of restrictions on retirement, and 
voluntary separations. The percentage 
of those in favor of retirement with com- 
pensation of officers appointed July 1, 
1920, was 15 to 1.

Uniform Allowance Sought 
T° authorize a uniform and equipment 

allowance for officers of the Army. 
Representativ: Harold G. Hoffman of the 
Military -Affairs Committee introduced 
the following bill: 

Be it ‘enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States 
of “America in Congress assembled, that 
there is hereby authorized to be appro- 
priated from time to time such sums as 
may be necessary to provide a uniform 
and equipment allowance for each officer 
on the active list of the Army of $120 a 
year. Purchases ‘under this allowance 
shall be made for any of the articles of 
uniform and equipment prescribed. for the 
Army by the Secretary of War; they shall 
be’ made by. the officer personally and in 
accordance with his .own. selection; and 
they shall be paid for by disbursing officers 
of the Army on vouchers certified by the 
officer who makes the purchase to be cor- 
rect and just. Any part of the uniform 
and equipment allowance not expended 
during the year for which authorized shall 
revert to the Treasury. Provided, that 
each- commissioned officer now on the ac- 
tive list of the Regular Army may be paid 
the full annual allowance for the current 
year: And provided further, that the limi- 
tations heretofore placed by statute upon 
the amount of pay and allowances of com- 
missioned officers shall not be construed 
so as to prevent the payment of the uni- 
form clothing allowance herein provided 
for, or to reduce the pay or allowances 
otherwise provided for.

Closed Bids on Cars Opposed 

(CPPOSITION to a bill authorizing the 

Secretary cf War to award bids to 
the “lowest responsible bidder offering 
to furnish motor vehicles” was expressed 
in.a letter filed with the Senate Military 
Committee this. week by Comptroller 
General McCarl. = 

Salient extracts from the letter follow: 

“The advertisements issued by the War 
Department from time to time for bids on 
automobiles are so drawn as to limit com- 
petition to the particular make of car de- 
sired, thereby defeating the purpose of the 
said statute, the reason being the stand- 
ardization of such equipment as-a mili- 
tary necessity. Originally the War De- 
partment reported to this office that the 
Dodge automobile was the only car that 
would satisfactorily meet the needs of 
their service, and that it was adopted as 
the standard and approved type.of motor 
vehicle for the Army and purchases were 
made accordingly for the fiscal year 1925. 

“This was followed by a purchase the 
next year for which the Chevrolet was re- 
ported as the only automobile that would 
satisfactorily answer the needs of the 
Department. * * * The Quartermaster Gen- 
eral of the Army made recommendation to 
the Assistant Secretary of War, June 10, 
1925, that the Willys Knight would satis- 
factorily meet the requirements of the 
War Department. * * * We thus find the 
War Department urging standardization 
of a particular make of car on account of 
military necessity and at the same time 
purchasing or recommending the purchase 
of Dodge cars, Chevrolet cars and Willys 
Knight cars. 

“This office has no disposition to deter- 
mine or even suggest what make of auto- 
mobile is needed or should be purchased. 
However, the law, section 3709 Revised 
Statutes, requires competition in the mat- 
ter of such purchases and it is almost 
inconceivable in this day and age of de- 
velopment of automobiles, that there is 
only one manufacturer or dealer or only 
one type of car sold that will meet the 
needs of the United States so that pur- 
chase through open competition is im- 
possible.” 

At the War Department it was pointed 
out that the makes of cars change from 
year to year and that the very “confusion” 
of choice which the Comptroller General 
stresses shows that the Department has 
no intention of “closing” with one dealer 
only but will select the best type sub- 
mitted for each year.

Assails Arms Cuts 

APDITIONS being made to the U. S. 

Army Air Corps at the expense of 
other arms rather than -in addition to 
the existing. Army strength violates the 
intent of the 5-year program, Represen- 
tative Briggs recently declarec in the 
House during a debate on the War De- 
partment Appropriations bill. He said; 


“It is my understanding that in provid- 
ing for a strength of 118,000, it is from 
limitation of appropriation and not of leg- 
islation: because the legislative authoriza- 
tion is very much highér than that. When 
the aircraft development under the 5-year 
program came along it was expected that 
the increase in the Air Service, both en- 
listed as well as officer. petsonnel, would 
be in addition to the then existing Army 
strength, but apparently an effort has con- 
stantly been and is being made by the 
Sudget or somebody else in executive au- 
thority to compel contribution of men from 
the various other branches of the service; 
so that, as [ say, the Coas: Artillery service 
is being stripped of its strength right along. 
It was the understanding that the in- 
creases in the Air Service, under the 5- 
year program, both in enlisted and officer 
strength. would be in addition to and not 
at the expense of other arms of the serv- 
ice.. That was the idea I had from the 
debates when the matter came before the 
House on several occasions; and I -think 
I interrogated the gentleman from Cali- 
fornia, the chairman- of this subcommit- 
tee, whether that was not his view of it, 
and 1 think he indicated it was, and that 
the Committee had attempted to make pro- 
vision for it; but my observation and my 
information is that there is a great deal 
of resistance being offered to that effort 
by the Budget and in other quarters, so 
that other services are being constantly 
reduced. I want the Air Service to get 
all the men it needs, and I think it ought 
to be carried forward within the full spirit 
of the 5-yeas program; but I think the 
spirit of that program is that such extra 
men as may be needed to carry out ths 
program should be taken into that service, 
in addition to Regular Army strength, and 
let the other services get along with the 
existing order of things.” 





Dependenis’ Bill Passes 
N Jan. 7 the Senate passed H. R. 
12449, to define the words “child” 
and “children” in determining depend- 
ency allowances, after the following dis- 
cussion: 

Mr. Reed, of Pennsylvania. Mr. Président, 
a word of explanation about this bill. It _ 
has been discoyered that there were adop- 
tions by officers of the Navy of children 
who are almost as old as the officers thems 
selves, the apparent purpose being to in- 
crease the dependency allowances paid to 
officers in that situation. Th2 Comptroller 
General very promptly and very properly . 
refused to credit the accounts of those of- 
ficers under those circumstances. One or 
two of the cases have gone to the court. 

This bill recognizes the correctness of the 
Comptroller General’s ruling in requiring 
a bona fide dependency, but it also corrects 
that ruling and limits it so as not to deny 
dependency relief where there is a bona 
fide adontion of a child. A _ bona fide 
adopted child is treated as a dependent in 
just the same way that a natural child is, 
That is all this bill would do. 

Mr. McKellar. May I ask the Senator as 
to the words “or adopted children are in 
fact dependent upon the person claiming 
the dependency allowance.” Would that 
prevent older persons from being adopted 
if they were actually dependent upon the 
official ? 

Mr. Reed, of Pennsylvania. There is a 
distinct age limit fixed in the present law. 
The dependency must exist as a matter 
of fact. The child who is adopted must in 
fact be supported out of the earnings of 
the officer. : , 

Mr. McKellar. There is an age limit in 
the law as it is now? 

Mr. Reed, of Pennsylvania. Yes; with 
certain exceptions as to permanently 
crippled persons and matters of that sort.

Seventy Cadets Discharged 

West Point (Special).—Orders were 
issued this week by Maj. Gen. W. R, 
Smith, Superintendent of the Military 
Academy, directing the immediate hon- 
orable discharge of seventy cadets for 
failure to meet the high academic re- 
quirements of the institution. All of 
these men have been deficient in one or 
more subjects for some time and during 
the Christmas holidays were’ given 
special examinations which they failed 
to pass. 

Sixty-two of the group were members of 
the plebe or freshman class, which en- 
tered last July, while the other eight were 
yearlings or sophomores. Cadets who were 
only deficient in one subject will be given 
an opportunity to re-enter the Military 
Academy, according to Gen. Smith, by take 
ing an examinction within sixty days in 
the subject in which they were deficient. 

Of the seventy Cadets discharged, sixty- 
five were admitted on a certificate from 
educational institutions attended prior to 
entering West Point and only five took 
the regular entrance examination.

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LIEUTENANT GENERALS’ STATUS IS DEFINED. 

NSWERING a letter from Representative W. Frank James as to the effect of 
A Section 7 of S. 3269 which would advance Maj. Gen. Hunter Liggett and 
Robert L. Bullard to Lieutenant Generals on the retired list, the Secretary of War 
this week pointed out that the Comptroller General had expressed the opinion 
that the section would, if enacted, give these officers an increase in retired pay. 

Concerning the possibility that this section could be construed to place other 
officers in the future on the retired list with the rank of Lieutenant General, 
Secretary Davis declared that based on Section 3, Act of March 4, 1913, and the 
interpretation of the Comptroiler General, this possibility existed. The Secretary, 
therefore, suggested that the following proviso be added: 

“provided, that nothing in this Act shall be construed as reviving or authorizing the 
office or rank of Lieutenant General for any other officer. active or retired.”

PAY CREDIT FOR STAFF CORPS OFFICERS SOUGHT. 

HE Navy Department has recommended that (H. R. 11331) now pending before 

the House Naval Committee, which provides for the elimination from the active 
list of the Navy of certain officers of the Staff Corps who have been selected for 
promotion, be changed so as to provide that officers first commissioned in the Navy 
subsequent to March 4, 1913, and in a rank above ensign, be credited with three 
years’ additional to their number of service counted for pay purposes at the time 
of retirement in computing the retired pay of an officer retired under this act. 
The Navy Department states: 


The purpose of the proposed change is to provide a more equitable method of com- 
puting the retired pay of staff officers, commissioned subsequent to March 4, 1913, in 
a rank above that of ensign, in cases where such officers with the rank of lieutenant 
commander and commander are retired after more than 18 years’ or 25 years’ service,

R. O. T. C. UNITS ANSWER “SEX APPEAL” CHARGES. 

ANSWERING charges made by Representative R. A. Collins during the discussion 

on the War Department Appropriations bill in the House, that “sex appeal” 
is capitalized by the R. O. T. C. through the advertisement of girl sponsors. Maj. 
R. S. Lytle, U. S. A., in charge of the units at the University of Maryland, charac- 
terized the affiliation of co-eds as merely a “social gesture.” He called attention to 
the fact that the sponsors take part only in social functions. Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity reported that no girls there take any part in any of the activities of the 
organization and Western Maryland College stated that two sponsors are chosen 
each year for social activities. In a statement Representative Collins expanded on 
his charges as follows: 


“According to the San Diego Union, they have gone one step further out there and 
have «a corps of matron sponsors as well as pretty girl sponsors to help popularize their 
military unit. The military minded are out to get the whole family to boost their idea. 
In turn for the publicity and popularity the girls give the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps, they get much social distinction and no end of newspaper publicity, their pictures 
appearing in scores and scores of newspapers from coast to coast. As many as 50 to 
75 pictures of many of these girls are published by as many different city newspapers, 
Of course, the youngsters fall for this, as do their mothers, brothers, sisters. It is the 
old game of playing sex appeal on youngsters for the purpose of helping to popularize 
this activity of ‘playing at war.’” 





CHANGES IN BUREAU CHIEFS TO BE SETTLED SOON. 

"THREE changes among Chiefs of Naval Bureaus are scheduled for settlement 

by the Secretary during the next sixty days. One of these, that of Judge Ad- 
vocate General, is understood to be virtually disposed of, Rear Adm. D. R. Sellers, 
who has been in command of the Special Service Squadron, is slated to reiieve Rear 
Adm. E. H. Campbell, whose tenure of office expires on April 30. There was some 
talk last fall of Admiral Campbell being relieved then and assigned to sea duty, 
but it was decided at the Department that his familiarity with pending legislation 
made it important to retain him during the current session. 

tear Adm. W. A. Moffett completes his second term as Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics on March 13 and it is generally accepted, though there has been no 
official action, that he will not be reappointed for a third term. It is reported as 
the logical disposition of the admiral, whose ability and personality is irrevocably 
connected with naval aviation, that he will be assigned to command the Aircraft 
Squadrons, Battle Fleet, after his long tenure of shore duty. 

While there are a number of senior officers so associated with aviation as to be 
looked upon as logical choices to head the Bureau, Rear Adm. H. V. Butler, now 
Chiet of Staff, Battle Fleet, Rear Adm. J. M. Reeves, now commanding .the air 
squadrons of the Battle Fleet, and Rear Adm. A. W. Marshall, commanding the air 
Squadrons, Scouting Fleet, are most frequently mentioned in this connection. 

Rear Adm. Charles Morris completes his tour of duty as Paymaster General on 
April 29 and speculation as to his successor range from Rear Adm. C. J. Peoples, 
now General Inspector on the West Coast, to Captains well down the list. 

Maj. Gen. J. A. Lejeune completes eight years of duty as Major General Com- 
™Mmandant of the Marine Corps on March 5. There is a feeling around the depart- 
ment, lacking any official information, that the departmental policy of no reappoint- 
ments of Bureau Chiefs will not apply to his case and that he will probably be 
Tetained in his present position for the couple of years of active service left to him. 





GERMAN “SUPER-CRUISERS” AROUSE INTEREST. 
/{DE interest is expressed in naval circles over press dispatches from abroad 
describing the designs for the new German “Baby Battleships” as potential 
terrors of the sea. 

Touted as having the speed of a cruiser, the fighting power of a battleship and 
& radius as great as that of any ship, the new type is heralded as an amazing 
advance over existing type, with Diesel motors of 50,000 horsepower and a speed 
of 26 knots. It is said to be armor plated from end to end with steel decks over 
vital parts and will carry six 11-inch rifles with a range of 30,000 yards.

ARMY AND NAVY PAY MEASURE SUGGESTED. 
A SUGGESTION has been advanced by Rear Adm. T. S. Cowie, U. S. N., ret., 
that if officers of Military and Naval Services desire the pay of the Services 
be adjusted and increased, that they unite on one bill asking a moderate increase, 
and create the sentiment in favor of such a measure. 

With sentiment in favor of the increase asked over the pay provided in 1908, 
Congressional Committees can readily make the necessary provision in the ap- 
propriation bill with confidence that their recommendations will be approved by 
Congress. 

The Admiral says he is aware of the fact that quite a number of adjustments 
will have to be made, but this can readily be accomplished, if the Committees are 
favorable to the general increase asked, and suggests the following as a bill to 
accomplish what is so much desired and absolutely necessary. 

The suggested measure reads: 

“That from and after the passage of this Act the pay and allowances of all Commis- 
sioned and Warrant Officers of the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps, and Coast Guard, 
and all Cadets at the Military Academy and Midshipmen at the Naval Academy shall 
be and hereby is increased 30 per cent over and above the pay and allowances provided 
by the Acts of May 11 and May 13, 1908, said acts being the Army Appropriation Bill, 
approved May 11, 1908, and the Navy Appropriation Bill, approved May i3, 1908. All 
Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions in this Act are hereby repealed.” 

The Admiral says also that proper provision was not made in the Acts of 1908 
to increase the pay and allowances of Generals, Lieutenant Generals, Admirals, 
Vice Admirals, and suggests that proper provision should be made for said ranks, 
and that any officer having been appointed General, or Lieutenant General, Admiral 
or Vice Admiral retain this rank permanently and be retired with pay and al- 
lowances of the rank. 





FOUR SETS OF BROTHERS ARE IN CAVALRY TROOP. 
A RECORD in the number of brothers in any one Army organization is the claim 
of “B” Troop, 11th Cav., Presidio of Monterey, Calif., according to information 
which has just reached the War Department. Four sets of brothers, eight in all, 
are not only enlisted in this troop, but are serving in the same squad, of which 
they constitute the entire personnel. 

These brothers in arms and blood are Leo and Alcide Carron, of Cambridge, 
Mass.; Reuben and Norman Drielach, of Los Angeles, Calif.; Robert and Stanley 
Sante, of Hazleton, Pa., and William and Floyd Cruzan, of Ellsworth, Kans. All 
are serving in their first enlistment. The presence of as many as four sets of 
brothers scuttered throughout a regiment is unusual; such a combination in one 
squad is unprecedented. 





NAVY AGAINST REVERSING SELECTION BOARDS. 
HE Navy Department does not favor the promotion to the next higher grade on 
the retired list of officers of the Navy who served in the next higher temporary 
grades during the World War but who were not selected for permanent advance- 
ment. This was disclosed recently in a letter transmitted to the House Naval Com- 
mittee recommending against the enactment of (H. R. 14806 and 15206) which 
provides such promotion for 8 captains, 8 commanders and 13 lieutenant com- 
manders. 
It was stated, “the Department does not believe that the judgment of those 
boards which did not select these officers for permanent advancement should be 
challenged any more than those of those boards which did not select them for 
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Marines Return from Nicaragua 
JITHDRAWAL of one-third of the 
Marines who have formed the Amer- 
ican Army of Occupatioy in Nicaragua 
has been ordered, the Navy Department 


announced this week. 

Detachments to be withdrawn include 38 
officers and 1,194 enlisted men, all of whom 
will be returned to ships of the battle fleet 
from whieh they were taken for duty in 
Niearagua. A foree of 3,561, including 231 
officers and 3,330 men, which includes 
‘Brigade Headquarters, Fifth and Eleventh 
Regiment headquarters, a Marine aviation 
detachment and officers and men now as- 
signed to the Guardia Nacional will be left 
‘ behind. 

Many of these Marines were on duty 
with the Oklahoma and Nevada when they 
transferred to duty in Nicaragua.

sea in all weather, can protect themselves 
against any but capital ships and are fully 
capable not only of getting information 
but are equipped with proper facilities for 
delivering such information to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief. 

“. .. But even this disposition, unless 
provided with sufficient number of light 
cruisers, would prove of no avail if at- 
tacked by an active aggressive enemy pos- 
sessing a large number of light cruisers. 
Enemy cruisers can hover around the edge 
of the screen by day and, unless driven 
off by capital ships or other cruisers, pick 
off screening destroyers at will. In thick 
or rainy weather their long-range torpe- 


does are an ever present danger.” 
The year before Admiral 8S. S. Robison, 
sald: 


“Our lack of light cruisers is one of our 
major deficiencies and no time should be 
lost after appropriations are made avail- 
able in commencing their construction and 
in pushing them to completion.” 

With the Kellogg Peace Pact still he- 
fore the Senate, oratory still running 
strong and no definite date in sight for the 
final vote, the fate of the cru'ser bill re- 
mains unsettled. Rumors of a_ possible 
filibuster are still heard, but with two 
months remaining of the session, Senator 
Hale and other proponents of the naval 
measure are confident of forcing the issue 
with votes to spare to insure its passage 
if a vote is reached. 

The pacifist drive to defeat the cruiser 
bill appears to have had but little effect. 
Press reports of the activiiies of the or- 
ganized effort to influence members of the 
Senate indicate that the * buiten-holing 
visilors” received scanc encouragement. 
Their own gathering was enthusiastic, but 
the report of the visitors to the C :pitel 
gave the leaders little encouragemeni. 

Close observers of the situaifon in-the 
Senate betieve that after a li:tle celuy the 
Peace Pact will come to a vote :nd con- 
sideration of the Cruiser Bill bezun. They 
expect the vociferous minority to wage a 
vigorous fight against it but are not taking 
too seriously the threat of a filibuster, and 
the’ prediction is made that the bill will 
pass unamended within a comparatively 
short time.

STPONEMENT of consideration of 

the Cruiser Bill in the Senate | is 
causing such.delay in ation on. other 
naval legislation that Chairman Hale 
proposes to name a subcommittee of the 
Senate Naval Affairs Ccrimittee to take 
up at once hearings on tne two pending 
personnel measures, the Britten bill and 
the Marine Corps Persornel bill. 

It is understood that Senator Oddie, 
ranking Republican member of the Com- 
mittee, will be the Chairman and that the 
other two members will be Senator Stei- 
wer, of Oregon, and Senator Tydings, of 
Maryland, 

Ten minor bills, including the 
viding for alterations and repairs to the 
California and the authorization to in- 
crease the cost of two fleet submarines, 
were reported out by the Senate commit- 
tee on Jan. 7. This leaves the two per- 
sonnel bills, the Warrant Officers Pay Bill, 
counting service of warrant officers and 
the measure providing for the transfer of 
obsolete ordnance materials still to be re- 
ported out. 

Hearings were held this 
House Naval Affairs commitiee on a num- 
ber of private measures and on Jan. 9 
ratified the action of the subcommittee on 
the 14 measures it had reported. It then 
approved the bill for the forfeiture of 
pay of naval reservists who fail to report 
for physical examination. On January 10 
the committee approved the bill allowing 
transportation to dependents to their 
homes when officers are ordered to sea 
duty but tabled the bill for the repeal of 
legal restrictions on the employment of 
retired «fficers and the following minor 
bills: For the relief of certain staff officers 
with respect to promotion; the change as 
to loss of numbers on examinations and 
allowing the discharge of Fleet Naval Re- 
serves convicted of civil offenses. 

At one-of the hearings there was some 
discussion with reference to the Bachelor 
Pay Bill and. the committee ‘intimated 
strongly that there would be further hear- 
ings on this measure unless there were 
some action in the near future on the 
Joint Resolution to provide for an investi- 
gation of the whole situation,

ON ARMY PAY. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: b 

OUR survey now being broadcast is a 
Y eat service and is to be commended, 
I return my card herewith and it will be 
noted that I have voted for the noncontro- 
versial questions, for I believe that we get 
nowhere in reviving at this late date the 
crime of 1920; and it is only by solid sup- 
port of the questions now before us that 
we can hope to get any legislation on pro- 
motion through the Congress. 

However, let us stop for a moment to con- 
sider our ground. What is pack of the 
desire of the officers for promotion? Is it 
that they will get some glory from wear- 
ing leaves or bars they are not now enti- 
tled to. or is it that they are now tired 
of the jobs they have held for many a year 
and want a new deal? The crux of the 
situation is the few paltry dollars which 
in time may accrue from the adyancement 
in promotion. We might as well admit the 
fact and by so doing perhaps we can arrive 
at a better solution than the round about 
procedure we are now following. 

The Navy is getting warm as we used 
to say when we were kids. What we all 
want are gold dollars to rattle in our jeans 
and nothing but—bread and butter or the 
produce of our labors, education and posi- 
tion. We are beating around the bush 
while the Navy although using a smoke 
screen is approaching more directly. 

Frankly I have a hard time to make 
things meet on the present pay schedule. 
Just recently we made up a budget for the 
ensuing vear as we have done for each 
year in the past. I have attached it hereto 
for perusal, not that I think it could not 
be improved upon but to prove my conten- 
tion that the present pay is inadequate. 
In order that this budget may be fully 
appreciated I must state that we have 
three boys in the family, no maid, an old 
car which like the old one-horse shay is 
about to fall to pieces, which meens either 
find the wherewithall for a new one or 
walk—this car is of the vintage of 1921. 
I may edd that we are now enjoying the 
balmy breezes of the tropics with a change 
of station before us perhaps calling for 
six days in San Francisco and a complete 
outfit of heavy clothes for the whole outfit. 
Under miscellaneous is included club dues, 
books, magazines, birthday presents, Christ- 
mas, etc. Under house is included food, 
washwomen, parties, etc. 

The Lord help us if we have a rainy 
day for although we show certain savings, 
$20 goes to a building and loan society, 
$15 in installment to a piano and $3 for 
a set of boys books. Had we the value of 
the old 1908 pay as our present pay we 
would be able to look our social duties in 
the face without the wife playing kitchen 
canary and I would miss K. P. and, be- 
lieve me. the officers of the junior grades 
know whereof I speak. 

The Navy is asking for only 65.5 per 
cent of the 1908 pay value, whereas it

ON MARINE PERSONNEL BILL. 

Editor, Army and Navy Journat> 
(HERE are two main criticisms on the 

proposed Marine Corps Personnel Bill. 
First it does not permanently relieve the 
Corps of Humps, the present cause of dis- 
content, and second, it does not promise an 
attractive service for the young officer en- 
tering the Corps. 

A young man entering one of the serv- 
ices will look to the future and see what 
he may reasonably expect. In the Ma- 
rine Corps he sees that when he becomes 
a field officer he is liable to selection out 
on two and one-half per cent of his pay, 
not his pay and allowances. As he figures 
it out he finds that about the time he 
needs all his pay and allowances he may 
find himself on the outside with a family, 
no profession and about one-third of his 
usuul funds to meet his expenses. Of 
course if he knew this he could arrange 
his insurance and other matters accord- 
ingly, but he thinks twice and says to 
himself is this a promise or might they 
not change the law again with unexpected 
and worse prospects as they did in 1928, 
when they passed the Marine Corps Per- 
sonnel Bill, when a lot of field officers 
found themselves on the outside with their 
money matters not arranged as I will be 
able to arrange mine and a mere pittance 
to live on. Not for me; I like the Marine 
Corps but the future is too uncertain. 
Now instead if they selected out the first 
three vears with a year’s pay and cloth- 
ing allowance and did not select out until 
30 vears’ service and, if selected, I would 
be retired as a Colonel, I certainly would 
go into the Marine Corps. 

Now for the Hump, the present cause 
of the personnel bill, which is always 
caused by an increase in the service and 
into the service at one time of a lot of 
new officers of about the same age. Con- 
gress by enacting a law regulating the 
strength of the different services by per- 
centage to the census of the United States, 
annually estimated, would eliminate Humps 
in all the services. The resulting gradual 
increase would eliminate all Humps and 
the necessity for a personnel bill.

Fort vs. Trench Discussed 
(COMMENTING on the statement of 

Lt. Col. Magne, of the French army, 
that fortification zones for the frontiers 
rather than trench systems are essential 
to the protection of France from in- 
vasion, recently quoted in the press of 
the country, army officers are practi- 
cally unanimous in agreeing that, as ap- 
plied to France, Col. Magne’s view is 


unassailable. 

Fortified zones to hold the light artil- 
lery of the enemy while the full French 
military strength is being mobilized, is 
conceded to be essential, the digging of 
entrenchments along the entire frontier 
being impracticable, and the full line of 
trenches impossible to man. Of course, an 
unbreakable line of communications is an- 
other essential, it is pointed out. 

While the above is applicable to Euro- 
pean frontier defense, it is pointed out 
that the U. S., with its long coast-line 
and its unmenaced borders, is confronted 
with no analagous problem.

Reserve Eligibility Stated 
The following announcement on Re- 
serve appointments was made this week 
by Brig. Gen. C. H. Bridges, acting The 
Adjutant General: 


Any person who, while holding a com- 
mission in the Officers’ Reserve Corps not 
based on National Guard status, accepts 
an appointment in the O. R. C. under see- 
tions 37 and 38 of the National Defense 
Act based on federally recognized National 
Guard status; and who, on or after Jan. 1, 
1929, becomes separated from the National 
Guard, thereby terminating his O. R. C, 
status; and who applies for a new appoint- 
ment in the O. R. C. under paragraph 8b 
(1), A. R, 140-5, in the grade in which he 
held appointment at the time he was com- 
missioned in the National Guard; may, if 
he qualifies under that regulation, be ap- 
pointed whether or not a vacancy exists 
under the procurement objective of the 
War Department and regardless of suspen- 
sion of procurement of officers. 

This will not be construed to prevent 
any applicant, if he so desires, from applye 
ing for a new appointment under the pro- 
visions of paragraph 8b (5), A. R. 140-5, 
to fill a vacancy, provided appointments to 
the grade and section are not suspended.

E WERE GREATLY impressed by a statement in the article from the pen of 

Senator Reed, which we published in our issue of December 29, to the effect 
that the War Department, “no doubt” would take proper steps to ussemble data 
on the Army Pay problem. It is our view that such action should have been taken 
by that Department at the same time the McNamee Pay Board was conducting 
its investigation. We understand there were certain reasons why nothing was 
done—the possibility of Presidential disfavor, for example. But now that the 
Chairmen of the Military Committees of the two Houses and the Chairman of the 
House Naval Committee, have approved the plan to create a joint Congressional 
Commission to delve into the entire subject, there should be no further delay on 
the part of the heads of the Army. A board of high ranking members in whom the 
Army and the country have confidence should be named, its proceedings should be 
open to the public, and its report should be given to the press. The Navy Depart- 
ment handled this matter in very intelligent fashion, and we feel the War Depart- 
ment could not do better than to follow its example. 


GENATOR REED IS obviously in sympathy with the unfortunate situation in 
\" which particularly junior officers find themselves in the matter of compensation. 
He spoke especially of the “optional” authorization of the dress uniform and the 
present low level of the purchasing power of the dollar. We know what that word 
optional means and more than that we know what new uniforms cost. On the 
Pacific Coast, the newspapers are printing items headed “Boys in Blue” to be blue 
boys when they receive tailors’ bills for newly o.k’d dress uniforms, Of course, the 
tailors are not to blame. The increases in their costs have been heavy not only in 
materials but in labor, and they must charge prices to meet their overhead and give 
them a reasonable return upon their investment. The criticism we make is of our 
Government. Knowing how seriously the additional expense would bear upon offi- 
cers we have been urging a clothing allowance for officers in sufficient amount to 
take care of the extra cost which the “permission” to wear the blue will involve. 
Senator Reed wants to take care of this item in the increase of pay. If that should 
be done, it will be a perfectly satisfactory solution. In any case, a raise of pay 
‘ is imperative. 


(THE VALUE ATTACHED by Congress to the survey on the promotion situa- 

tion made by the Army and Navy Journal was manifested when the Senate 
Military Committee called for the results and subsequently inserted them in the 
Congressional Record. Thus members of the Committee obtained accurate knowl- 
edge of the sentiment prevailing in the Army and Senators and Representatives 
will have knowledge upon which to base their votes when the measures come be- 
fore them for action. Here is a demonstration of faith in our fairness and ac- 
curacy which is a complete answer to the propaganda emitted for the purpose of 
minimizing the effect of the survey. 

As we have said before, we are proud that through the generous cooperation we 
received from officers of all arms and departments, we have been able to render 
a distinct service to the Army. We are stimulated to continue our efforts to obtain 
a law which will be for the general good. As we have stated in every issue, we 
cared only to get the views of officers, whether for or against this or that proposal, 
and tabulated them with absolute accuracy so that Congress could know beyond 
doubt what the Army itself thought. There is still time to send in cards. To you 
who have failed to do so we appeal in order that not one officer shall be without 
voice in the Congressional enactment. 


T WAS A SHOCK to us, officially and personally, to learn of the death of Maj. 
Gen, Lutz Wahl, Adjutant General of the Army. Besides a charming per- 
sonality, General Wahl was endowed with great administrative talent. His service 
from the time he entered the Army was distinguished by ability and judgment, 
and by a high quality of leadership recognized by the important character of the 
duties constantly given him. His last office he administered with decision and 
tact, the latter of especial importance in view of the political questions with which 
he was constantly concerned. Our sympathy, with that of his branch and indeed 
of the entire establishment, goes out to those he has left behind. 


THE FIRST VICTORY for pacifism this winter was won when the Senate side- 
tracked the naval increase bill for the Kellogg Peace Treaty. Senator Borah, in 
opening the debate, declared the American people have been saturated with the 
idea that there is nothing in international affairs unless it is backed by an Army 
and a Navy, and he added that the greatest factor in international affairs is the 
moral force of mankind. No one is a greater believer in peace than we; no one 
has a higher respect for the moral force upon which the Idaho Senator dwells. 
But if we turn back the pages of history, we find written thereon the rise and fall 
of nations dependent upon their actual or potential military strength. Great 
Britain became the power she is today by destroying Spain and the Dutch, by the 
Napoleonic wars, and by the acquisition of dominions through the use of arms. 
China believed in moral force, and China for a century was the prey of other 
nations better armed. What we prefer is a combination of moral and military 
force. It is for this reason that we are insistent upon the adoption of the program 
providing for the immediate construction of cruisers and aircraft carriers. 


(THE ARMY HAS reason for gratulation in the performance of the airplane 

known as the “Question Mark.” The flight constitutes a superb recognition of 
thorough organization and preparation, and cooperation between the machine and 
the ground forces. The refueling was done without a hitch. The motors operated 
flawlessly.

Married 
student officers must live in Lawton, where 
houses are available. The road to Lawton 
is paved. Other roads in vicinity are dirt. 
Dirt roads are very muddy in rainy 
weather. Facilities exist for riding, polo, 
the Artillery Hunt, hunting, fishing, swim- 
ming, golf, and tennis. All available on 
the Post. No special privileges extended 
by neighboring country clubs. War. Dept. 
Theater, F. A. S. Dramatic Club and weekly 
dances afford amusement. It is hot in the 
summer, and generally mild, though occa. 
sionally cold, in winter. General weather 
conditions are fair. Cotton is worn in 
summer and wool in winter. The Post is 
garrisoned by F. A., Inf., Detachments of 
A. C., S. C. Q. M. C., Ord. Dept., Din. Dept., 
and Veterinary Service. There is one 
Catholic and one Protestant chaplain as- 
signed.

Report Wurzbach Bill 
YHE “Wurzbach bill (S. 3569) to ad- 
vance former emergency officers ap- 
pointed in the grade of Captain, Major 
and Lieutenant Colonel on July 1, 1920 
to higher pay periods by crediting them 
with certain length of service, was fav- 
orably reported to the House this week. 
The House Committee struck out the 
amendment reading; “or those whose 
present rank as captain dates from July 
1, 1920, or earlier.” 
Salient extracts from the report fol- 
low: 


‘ 

This bill supplies an accidental omission 
in said pay act and benefits about 1,000 
former emergency officers in the matter 
of their pay only, without injuriously at- 
fecting anybody in any way. It includes 
everyone possible under the provisions and 
principles of the pay act at the present 
time. 

Jt merely allows the former emergency 
officers appointed captains, maiors, or 
lieutenant colonels as of July 1, 1920, un- 
der Act of June 4, 1920 (41 Stat. 759), to 
retain the equivalents, or credits of 7, 14, 
and 20 years, respectively, given them in 
the pay act to put them in’ the third, 
fourth, or fifth pay periods, and to add to 
such terms their actual service, and thus 
be enabled to advance to a higher pay 
period when not promoted. This is the 
whole sum and substance of this bill. * * 

This act puts in the sixth period the 


pre-war regular colonels having over 26 


years of service, and those former emer- 
xency officers appointed colonels us hav- 
ing such 26 years’ period 


eredit for pay 
purposes only, * * * 

The fifth-pay period embraces pre-war 
lieutenant colonels with over 20 and less 
than 30 years’ service and those former 
emergency officers appointed lieutenant 
colonels without regard to their length of 
service, so these latter are cunsidered as 
having the needed 20 years as credit for 
pay period purposes only, * * * 

The fourth-pay period embraces pre-war 
majors with over 14 and less than 23 years’ 
service, and these former emergency offi- 
cers appointed majors without regard to 
their length of service, so these latter are 
considered as having the needed 14 years 
as credit for pay period purposes only. * * * 

The third-pay period includes pre-war 
captains, with over 7 and less than 17 
vears’ service, and those former emergency 


officers appointed captains, without regard 
to their service, so these latter are con- 
sidered as having the needed 7 years as 

**e* * 


credit for pay-period purposes only. 
Former emergency officers appointed col- 
onels are not included in this bill because 
they are already in the sixth or highest 
pay period, and this bill in no way affects 
them: they can not be included. * * * 


With the pay act operating ws at pres- 


ent there are great discrimination against 
the former emergency officers in several 
ways. VPre-war majors are actually re-

It is estimated that the greatest cost of 
this bill will be for the first vear, approxi-

And the Senate, on May 23, 1928, 
unanimously passed the bill. On the floor 
an amendment was presenied adding al- 
most 2,000 more captains to the bill. The 
amendment is worded, “or whose present 
rank as captain dates from July 1, 1920, 
or earlier.” This amendment entails an 
increase in the bill's cost of over 250 per 
cent. The captains embraced by this 
amendment are by no means entitled to 
such treatment under the principles of the 
pay act. Congress did not intend to ad- 
vance them to the fourth, or higher, pay 
period except by actual years of service.

It is not my intention to discuss the de- 
tails nor to argue the merits or demerits

of effectivences obtaining 
Army reacts favorably or unfavorably 
upen the effectiveness of the civilian 
elements of the Army of the United States. 
This question, therefore, is of utmost con- 
sequence to the whole ef our national de- 
fenss. Agitation, disagreement, and dis- 
content have resulted during the long con- 
sideration of this subject. There are in- 
volved controversial iseves. On the other 
hand, there are o number of distinctly non- 


conireversial features which are sus- 
ceptible of early legielative treatment. The 
commissioned personnel of the Regular 


Army is practicolly a unit In agreement 
upon the desirability of the enactment into 
law of those non-controversial features. I 
urge your earnest consideration of those 


features with view to legislative action 
thereon by this Congress. Otherwise, I 
fear that there may occur further delay 


in the selution of this promotion question 
with a consequent prolonged uncertainty 
which can only react adversely on the 
Army. 

Tells Causes and Effects. 

Tat us first consider briefly the causes 
and the effects of the present serious situa- 
tion About balf of the present promotion 
list officers of the Regular Army first en- 
tered the service during the World War 
period between November, 1916, and No- 
vember, 1918. Though the length of their 
military service varies by an average of 
less than two years, the promotion pros- 
pects of these officers, who number ap- 
proximately 5,800, differ as though they 
had been commiss'oned over a period of 
20 vears in time of peace. Officers at the

Some officers now in the grade of captain 
face the prospect of service in the grade 
for a total of 23 years. The senior cap- 
tains in the World War group, under pres- 
ent conditions, will become majors 23 vears 


earlier than those at the bottom of the 
greup. Such a situation is ruinous to effi- 
cioney. 


Iiame does not atlach to any person or 
aeency for this condition. It arose through 
exigencies occasioned by the World War. 
Remedies are not available under the pres- 
ent system based upon promotion only in 
case of vacancies. The War Department 
cannet by administrative action change 
this system. Congress alone is able to 
provide some other remedy. A serious re- 
sponsibility rests therefore on this Com- 
mittee. ty action it can save, by inaction 
it can irreparably injure the Army of the 
United States, 

There is more to this question than 
justice to the officers themselves. As 
have already stated, continuation of exist- 
ing conditions has an adverse effect upon 
the entire national defense. I will cite 
a tew of the reasons: 

(1) There results a natural loss of initia- 
tive of the officers because of long service 
in subordinate positions. 

(2) If the members of this group pro- 
ceed at the present rate those who are so 
fortunate as to arrive in responsible posi- 
tion at all will do so without having had 
the proper amount of experience in the 
higher grades. 

(3) The Army suffers by reason of Its 
Inability to present opportunities for a ca- 
reer equal to other services of the Govern- 
ment, 

(4) Ry maintaining in command officers 
whe through long association with routine 
have lost their incentive smaller units are 
affected adversely. 

(5) By maintainifig in lower grades men 
whose experience should justify greater 
responsibility the Government loses the 
full advantage of their service. 

Though I megtion especially the officers 
of the World War group, they in turn 
block advancement te officers who have 
entered the service since the World War, 
se the evils of this condition will remain 
indefinitely with the Army. The effect 
upon the individual officers is manifested 
along a number of lines: 

(1) Because of slow advancement and the 
prospect of retirement only in the lower 
grades, their morale is lowered and they 
do not have the incentive to prepare them- 
selves for the exercise of higher command. 

(2) The discontent and discouragement, 
because of lack of opportunity for advance- 
ment and a rank commensurate with their 
experience, will increase with time as there 
oecur greater disparities in grade between 
the officers of approximately the same 
length of service. 

Condition Is Bad. 

The condition is bad both from the stand- 
point of the Government and from the 
standpoint of the officers. If the prevail- 
ing condition is not corrected it is inevit- 
able that junior officers will continue to 
resign in large numbers. Naturally, the 
officers we lose under such conditions are 
those whom we can ill afford to lose. Effi- 
ciency is affected most adversely at the 
present time, and as I have previously 
indicated, the situation will become worse 
in years to come. Therefore, you will un- 
derstand my concern in urging upon you 
immediate correction along those lines 
which are certain of being capable of ful- 
filment by law during the present Congress. 

I believe correction of the evil can best 





the first bill to

he effected by limiting 


eral agreement. Such a bill ean be passed 
this session. 1 doubt seriously if a con- 
troversial bill can be passed. Later other 
ideas can be argued on their merits and 
consequent changes can be made retroac- 
tive if so desired. If this course is adopted, 
fundamental evils affecting the whole Army 
ean be remedied without much argument or 
delay. Other ideas which are the subject 
of heated controversy, though some are 
highly desirable, can be added later and 
will have the same affect as if in the 
original bill. The welfare ef the Army and 
the welfare of National Defense are de- 
pendent mainly on the fundamentals. Fur- 
thermore, a correct solution of funda- 
mentals automatically will remedy in large 
part many of the present causes for con- 
troversy. 

What then is the fundamental evil to be 
remedied? Evidently it is the existing 
stagnation in promotion which, though no 
fault of their own, affects all of the offi- 
cers of the Army who entered during and 
since the World War. A cure for this evil 
cannot be found under the present system 
of promotion which is based solely on 
vacancies. The evil has resulted from the 
expansion of the Army in connection with 
the World War. We must reeard the 
remedy as a part of our Werld War costs. 

Favors Service In Grade. 

In my opinion, and I believe there is 
almost unanimous agreement on this point, 
the remedy is to discard our outworn sys- 
tem and to adept a new policy of promo- 
tion besed on lenctth of service in grade. 
The principle is sound and workable. It 
is fair alike to the officers and to the Gov- 
ernment. It is a principle which has been 
recognized for years in military enact- 
ments. It now is applied to medical offi- 
cers and to chaplains; formerly it was 
applied also to officers of the Engineers 
and of the Ordnance. The application of 
this principle will eliminate the stagna- 
tion, discontent and discouragement which 
now exist under the présent system. It 
will previde fair and equitable reward for 
efficient service and will add greatly to the 





military efficiency of the Army. The ad- 
ditional cost will not be great, inasmuch 
as pay is largely determined by length of 
service, irrespective of grade. 


\ reasonable measure based on the prin- 
ciple of promotion for length of service 
in grade undoubtedly would pass Congress 
during the present session if there were 
an understanding that debatable matters 
could be considered on their merits imme- 
diately thereafter in a separate bill. While 
not completely eliminating all the evils 
of the present situation, the enactment of 
a measure for promotion on length of 
service in grade would have a_ great 
remedial effect and would go far towards 
rectifying most of the conditions which 
have been under discussion. I especially 
urge this course because of my doubt that 
a law can be obtained at this session of 


Congress on controversial phases of the 
question and because I know that a fail- 
ure to pass some corrective measure will 


have on adverse effect upon the military 
establishment. 

Files Cause Dissension. 
of the serious difficulties in the 
present situation is the fact that slight 
differences in length of service lead to 
serious differences in the actual time when 
promotion will come. Under present con- 
ditions the officer at the head of the World 
War hump would become a major 23 years 
before the officer at the tail of the hump 
although their periods of service would 
only differ by about two years. At the 
present rate 2,837 officers face retirement 
before they can become colonels. Of these 
1,254 will retire as majors, 239 as captains, 
and 1 as a first lieutenant. Quite naturally 
this makes the relative position on the 
prometion list a matter of vital concern 
te all officers. While this condition exists 
there will be constant bickerings, contro- 
versies and agitation for changes on the 
part of different groups. 

If a policy of promotion on length of 
service in grade should be adopted with- 
out any restrictions (although I am not 
advocating this) the exaggerated im- 
pertance of an officer's position on the 
premotion list would disappear. All would 
advance in grade upon serving the re- 
quired period of time. Relative positions 
on the list would be of slight importance. 
if such a course is not deemed practicable, 
the removal of a maximum Imitation on 
the number of field officers would permit 
all officers te advance equally up to grade 
of major. This would take care of the 
situation up to 1937, Again, if the limita- 
tions on the number of lieutenant colonels 
and celonels could be combined it would 
sti further ameliorate the situation as 
regards these two ranks. Furthermore, if 
it is believed that certain groups were dis- 
advantageously placed on the promotion 
list it might easily be provided that these 
officers would be promoted en completion 
of prescribed years of service, notwith- 
standing restrictions in percentages, and 
then be carried as extra numbers. In the 
same way, if it is deemed desirable to 
give special preferential treatment to any 
particular corps or branch it could be done 
by requiring a different length of service 
before promotion to certain grades, and 
providing also that these officers be ear- 
ried as extra numbers when necessary. 
These provisions would do justice to every- 
body, with injustice to none. 

Field Grade Officers Needed. 

Let us then examine briefly the necessity 
of previding stringent restrictive limitations 
on the number of offcers in various grades, 
There is a common misconception that 
our military estabiishment is a self-con- 
tained military force consisting merely of 
org nizations of enlisted men and the nec- 
essary Officers therefor. That conception 
might apply in the case of a nation which 
maintained a large standing army re- 
cruited by conscription, but it is totally 
inapplicable to our own situation. For our 
national defense we rely mainly upon cit- 
izen forces. Regular Army units form but

a small part of the yiilitary establishment 
and one of their primary functions is to 
contribute to the upbuilding of these cit- 
izen forces. A comparatively small ‘pro- 


. portion of our officers are required for duty 


with Regular Army units. The majority 
of our Regular Army officers are assigned 
to duty with the civilian components, in 
the service school system, and with head- 
quarters and staffs dealing largely with 
the development, organization and training 
of the citizen elemenis of our national de- 
fense forces. Therefore, there is liitle 
necessity under our system for a rigid allu- 
cation of peace-time officers to various 
grades such as would be set up by a sep- 
arate military force having prescribed er- 
ganizational requirements. In fact, the 
Chief of Staff, after a thorough and ex- 
haustive study believes that it would be 
advantageous to have in field grades prac- 
tically all of the officers serving in various 
duties away frem_ troops. His detailed 
analysis of this situation and his study of 
the requirements by rank showing how 
the numbers of officers in company and 
field grades could be utilized are set forth 
in his letter of April 21, 1928, to Hon. J. 
Mayhew Wainwright, as published in re- 
port No. 1574 to the House of Representa- 
tives. 

With this conception of the true func- 
tion of the duties of our Regular Army 
commissioned personnel, it is evident that 


the limitations on the number of officers 
in the higher grades need not be as rizid 
as commonly supposed. I hepe that these 
restrictions will be reduced to the mini- 
mum. If they could be limited to the grade 
of colonel, or at most, to a combined lim- 
itation applying to the grades of colonel 
and lieutenant colonel, such an arrange- 


ment would be highly desirable. 
Could Reach Lieutenant Colonel. 

What then would be the situation as ap- 
plied to the individual officer? He could 
look forward to the prospect of advance- 
ment upon completion of varying periods 
of satisfactory service up to the grade of 
Lieutenant Colonel with a reasonable pros- 


pect of reaching the grade of Colonel. His 
position on the list would not affect his 
promotion up to this point, 94 n-omection 
would depend solely upon his length of 


service. He would be assured of reason- 
able advancement for service rendered and 


of adequate retirement privileges. By 
these simple provisions at least 90 per 
cent of the present evils would be cor- 
rected. Other proposals could be consid- 
ered on their merits, and, if deemed ad- 
visable, added by supplementary legisla- 
tion after full debate. The whole Army 


would be benefited—-with justice co all, in- 
justice to none. 

I would not have it understood that I 
hold other than ‘thoughts of the highest 
commendation for the officers of the Reg- 
ular Army for their forebearance under 
the present unsatisfactory conditions. 
Never since I have been connected with 
the War Department has the efficiency of 
our officers been higher; never have ihe 
demands upon them been greater; never 
have they accepted their responsibilities 
with a greater understanding and willing- 
ness. They are to be most heartily com- 
mended for a devotion to duty which might 
not normally be expected from men faced 
with a rather hopeless prospect of ad- 
vancement. They fully recognize that 
their problem is but one of many which 
Congress must consider. They recognize, 
too, that Congress has their best interests 
in mind. They rely with confidence upon 
this body for a rectification of conditions 
which, should they persist, will involve 
lifetime disappointments and injustices. In 
the meantime they relax neither their ef- 
fortis nor their energies for the improve- 
ment of our defense system. 

Costs Not Great. 

But, someone will argue, this change 
would mean a very large increase in ap- 
propriations for compensation. This 
thought is based on another misconcep- 
tion of our system. Since 1922 increases 
in pay are based, not primarily on rank, 
but on various pay periods in accordance 
with length of service. Promotions on 
length of service, synchronized as far as 
practicable witn increases in pay due to 
passage into a higher pay period, would 
result in comparatively slight increase in 
eost. The Act of June 10, 1922, made 
length of service the primary factor in 
determining pay and made rank of second- 
ary importance. Under its provisions many 
officers advance from pay period to pay 
period without promotion, and many offi- 
cers when promoted receive no increase in 
pay. For example, a second lieutenant 
with between 5 and 7 years’ service would 
not receive any increase if promoted two 
grades. Similarly, promotion of two grades 
would not bring any increase to first lieu- 
tenants of between 10 and 14 years ef 
service: to captains of between 17 and 20 
years of service, and to majors of be- 
tween 23 and 26 years of service. 

Estimates of cost were prepared last 
year for the then remaining period of 32 
years of prospective service for officers of 
the World War group. This estimate was 
based on limitations only on the numbers 
to be promoted to the grade of colonel in 
accordance with the provisions of the 
Wainwright Bill. It shows that the aver- 
age increase of cost for the 32 years would 
be less than 2'; per cent of our present 
pay bill. 

Recommendations Summarized. 

Now I will summarize my recommenda- 
tions. 

It is vitally important to have some 
remedial Icgislation at once. If the first 
legislation is limited to fundamentals, 
measures on which there is practically 
unanimous agreement, remedial legislation 
can be passed this session. On the con- 
trary, by including controversial matters, 
no matter how desirable they may seem 
to some, all legislation may be jeopardized. 
This fundamental legislation will correct 
by far the greater part of the evils now 
existing. Controversial details can be con- 
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sidered. on their merits for supplemental 
legislation. 

I therefore suggest that the first pro- 
motion bill be limited to the fundamental 
proposition that promotions be based on 
length of service in grade and that other 
matters be considered in subsequent leg- 
islation, The limitations on the number of 
} Officers in each grade shculd be the min- 
| imum deemed advisable. It would be high- 
ly desirable to remove all restrictions on 
promotion to the grade of major in order 
that the World War officers may reccive 
equitable treatment in their arrival at field 
grade. 

If it is desired to give special preferential 
treatment to any service or group, it should 
be based on the general principle of length 
of service in grade, the variation being 
made by increased rapidity of promotion 
due to decreased length of required service. 

All special cases should be treated as 
extra numbers and not subject to restric- 
tive limitations in grades. 

General Welfare Considered. 

T personally believe that there are mat- 
ters related to promotion, other than those 
which I have herein discussed, which are 
desirable for consideration. However, I in- 
tend at present to refrain from urging my 
personal views concerning these other mat- 
ters about which there may be controversy 
in order to secure what appears of great- 
benefit for all. The time is opportune 
for that accomplishment. An attempt now 
to solve other than fundamental questions

| may result in delay harmful to all officers. 


I sincerely hope that this will be the gen- 
attitude in the consideration of this

In conclusion, me reiterate 


1 Opinions I have expressed and the recom- 


mendations [ have made in this statement 
have as their sole motive a desire for the 
maintenance of the Regular Army on the 
highest plane of effectiveness. The smaller 
our standing Army, the more vital is the 
necessity that the officer personnel be of 
the highest morale and of the greatest 
efficieney. The Regular Army is our first 
line of land defense. L'pon it, in the un- 
fortunate event of war, will fall the first 
biow. Behind this first line of defense 
must be mobilized the citizen-soldier 
ments of the Army of the United States. 
The Regular Army's thin lines must hold 

or the war is lost at its outset. The 
determination to hold, be the cost what it 
may: the successful tactical and strategical 
maneuvers of numerically small forces: 
the skilled employment of weapons to 
stave off the first onslaughts—these es- 
sential military characteristics are not 
born of the moment. They are acquired 
only after long years of intensive study 
and application. Intensive study and ap- 
plication, in turn, cannot well be expected 


ele 


from a personnel, be it civilian or mili- 
tary, from which has been withheld re- 
ward for effort and advancement for ex- 


perience. Again, high morale, all essential 
in days of peril to the nation, cannot be 
builded in a day. The morale of the first 
line of defense in war days will be the 
morale of peace days. High morale can- 
not be expected from those who, after 
foregoing the manifest advantages obtain- 
nble from civil careers to direct their ef- 
forts and talents to national service, have 
been deprived of the single rossible re- 
ward—advancement in an honorable pro- 
fession.

Al records for sustained flight by any 
ty>e of aircraft eclipsed, the Army 
plane Question Mark ended its refueling 
enduranc test on Jan. 7, after 150 hours, 
40 minutes, and 15 seconds in the air, 
’ py a perfect. landing at the Metropolitan 
Airport, Los Angeles. 

Maj. Carl Spatz and Capt. Ira C. Eaker 
alternated in control of the plane during 
the flight. Trouble developed from fouled 
spark plugs during the night of the 5th, 
but. was shortly adjusted. Thereafter all 
went well till Monday, the 7th. The record 
for unrefueled airplane flight, the previous 
refueling flight mark, and the records of 
the Dixmude and the Graf Zeppelin were 
successively laid in the shade. Finally, 
* during the 151st hour, the left motor went 
.dead, and the efforts of Sgt. Roy Hooe 
were ineffectual in reviving it. The right 
motor slowed up, and sensing the end, the 
airmen guided their craft to a landing on 
almost the exact spot of the start-off six 
days previously. 

The crew, beyond fatigue and loss of 
about four pounds weight apiece, showed 
little effect of their prodigious undertak- 
ing. At first their hearing was imperfect, 
because of the silence of the motors after 
their six days whirring, but in a few hours 
this effect passed. 

While the Question Mark was yet in 
flight, congratulations were transmitted to 
Maj. Spatz and crew from Secretary Davis, 
Assistant Secretary Davison, and Maj. Gen. 
Summerall. 

The Hon. Dwight F. Davis, Secretary of 
War, wrote: 

“The smoothness of accomplishment of 
every phase of your remarkable and record 
flizht has been a deserved reward for ex- 
cellent plans, careful preparation and ex- 
pert execution. To you, to your crew and 
to the Air Corps I extend personal and 
official congratulations.” 

The following message was sent by Hon. 
F. Trubee Davison, Assistant Secretary of 
War: 

“Heartiest congratulations to you ‘and 
your crew on breaking world’s endurance 
record. You are doing a magnificient piece 
of work of real value to military and com- 
mercial aviation and reports here indicate 
your flight is just beginning.

Defeat Retired Pay Limit 
URING the discussion on Jan. 8 of * 
the W. D. Appropriations Bill, Mr. 

LaGuardia offered an amendment pro- 
viding that none of the money appto- 
priated should be paid to retired Army 
men-receiving a salary in present Fed- 
eral. employment of over $2,500. . The 
amendment was ruled germane after ob- 
jection by Mr. Barbour. Mr. LaGuardia 
declared: t 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, the pure 
pose of my amendment.is simply to pre- 
vent the drawing of two pays by retired 
officers of the Army. Recently there has 
been an epidemic of young retired officers 
getting from” $3,000° to $3,500 and $4,000 
retired pay entering the employment of 
the United States and receiving an addi- 
tional Government pay.- Now, it is- very 
difficult for a man in civil life to enter 
into competition with Army officers draw- 
ing two pays. If an Army officer is physi- 
cally incapacitated so that he cannot work 
for the United States Government and he 
is retired for that reason and receives a 
pension, it seems strange that the next 
week he can turn around and obtain em- 
ployment by the same Government and re- 
ceive pay for his services, thereby re- 
ceiving two salaries; * * * 

Mr. Barbour: * * * The appropriation 
has been made from year to year. A few 
years ago there was incorporated in the 
appropriation bill this provision, and it has 
been carried in this ill ever since: 

“None of the money appropriated in this 
act shall be used to pay any officer on the 
retired list of the Army who for himself 
or for others engages in the selling, con- 
tracting for the sale of, negotiating for 
the sale of, or furnishing to the Army or 
the War Department any supplies, mae 
terials, equipment, lands, buildings, plants, 
vessels, or munitions. None of the money 
appropriated in this act shall be paid te 
any officer on the retired list of the Army 
who, having been retired before reaching 
the age of 64, is employed in the United 
States or its possessions by any individual, 
partnership, corporation, or «ssociation 
regularly or frequently engaged in making 


direct sales of any merchandise or mae 
terial to the War Department or the 
Army.” 


That is to keep a retired cfficer of the 
Army from going to work for some come- 
mercial concern that sells matcria!s to the 
Army and drawing his retired pay at the 
same time. * * * I do not think the gen- 
tleman's limitation applies to retired offie 
cers engaged in the business of selling 
supplies and materials to the War Dee 
partment. My understanding is that there 
are certain officers of the Government, who 
are retired Army officers, whose salaries 
are fixed at a certain amount; they draw 
their retired pay, but they do not draw 
the full amount of their other salary; they 
draw their retired pay and enough in ad- 
dition to make up what their salary would 
he. I understand that is true in the case 
of the Director of the Budget, who is a 
retired Army officer, and if my information 
is correct that is true in the cases of other 
officers. So it is apparent on the face of 
it that there are many questions involved 
here, and if anything of this kind is to be 
done we should take time to look into the 
matter and see what the effect of such 
action will be.

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Air Corps Feats Described

(THE Army Airc Corps this week strik- 

ingly demcnstrated its constant ef- 
fort to advance the deve.opment of avia- 
tion when the plane Question Mark es- 
tablished the remarkable refueling rec- 
ord of 150 kours, 40 minutes, and 15 
seconds uninterrupted flight. 

The feat of the Question Mark is but 
the latest of a series of projects whereby 
the Army Air Corps seeks to blaze the 
vay in aeronautical progress The un- 
realized possibilities, not oniy c1 Army air- 
craft but of civil aircraft as well, are con- 
stantly being oreught to puclic attention 
Ly the accomplishments of army airmen 
und through the 1::-vtine work of the Corps. 

Outstanding, o: course, are such widely 
heralded exploits as the 1:ound-the-world 
flight of 1924, the trans-Pacific flight of 
1927, the Pan-American flight, and the re- 
fueling endurance flight of the Question 
Mark. Yet the ordinary activities of the 
Air Corps are such as to stimulate inven- 
tiveness, for the improvemert of safety, 
comfort, speed, and cairvying capacity in 
aircraft construction, and to accelerate the 
discovery and develo,nuent of new uses, 
both military and civil, to which aircraft 








may be devoted. 

Its accomplishments during the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 192%, indicate the 
wide sphere of human aciiviiy ‘served by 
the Army Air Corps. it mov l« mentioned 
that during that time the Corps flew a 
total of 182,903 hours, er i*,€0¢,000 miles, 


with but 27 fatalities—one faiality for each 
677,400. miles, as against one fatality for 
every 327,608 miles the previous year. 
Some of the’ more important projects 
during the last fiscal year were the bomb-

The instru- 
ments and other accessories developed will 
prove equally beneficial to the air mail 
service and civil commerce as to the Army 
Air Corps.

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Promotion Bill Status Told 
(Continued from First Page) 
out all ‘anguage after the enacting 
clause and substituting an entirely new 
bill. The bill was then reported to the 
Senate and is now Order No. 1138 on the 
Senate Cale::dar. 

Hearings were conducted by the House 
Committee on Military Affairs on the 
general promotion situation in the 
Army. Following these hearings execu- 
tive sessions were held and the Commit- 
tee determined upon the legislation to 
be recommended to the Hcuse. This 
proposed legislation was formulated into 
a bill and in:roduced by Mr. Wainwright. 
It is H. R. 13509. In order to fully 
carry out the wishes of a majority of 
the Committee an amendment was made 
to the bill when it was reported, adding 
the McSwain amendment. This measure 
is pending in the House, being No. 491 
on the Union Calendar of the House. An 
effort was made to secure action on this 
measure by placitfg it on the Unanimous 
Consent Calendar, but it was objected ‘to 
and stricken from the Consent Calendar. 

Hearings were also eld by the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs. S. 3089, 
a bill introduced by Secator Black. was 
reported by the Committee. That bill is 
now pending in the Senate, being Order 
No. 898 on the Senate Caiendar. 

All the procedure enumerated above 
took place during the Ist sess‘on of the 
present Congress. Upon convening for 
the 2nd session, the House Committee 
on Military Affairs took up for consid- 
eration the bill S. 3269, a biil for the 
promotion of Maj. Gens. Hunter Liggett 
and Robert L. Bullard, which had been 
passed by the Senate. The House Com- 
mitte amended this measure by striking 
out all the language after the enacting 
clause ard substituting new language. 
The new language consisted of the lan- 
guage of H. R. 12814 as it passed . the 
House, the language of H. R. 7926, which 
provides for the promotion on the ie- 
tired list of General Lord, the language 
of -H. R. 9961, amended, which makes 
the Chief of Staff of the Army a General, 
and the language of S. 3269 in an 
amended form. This measure was passed 
by the House as amended. However, 
instead of the Senate disagreeing to the 
House amendment and asking for a con- 
ference as is usual, the measuve was 
sent to the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs of the Senate on motion of Sen- 
ator Black, where it is now pending. 

This makes the present legislative situa- 
tion respecting legislation as follows: In 
the House of Representatives is pending 
for action on _ the floor H. R. 13509, the 
Wainwright bill containing the MeSwain 
amendments. In the Senate is pending 
S. 3089, the Black bill, and H. R. 12814, the 
Furlow bill with entirely new language 
substituted for the language of the House. 
In the Senate Military Affairs Committee 
awaiting decision as to whether the meas- 
ure shall be sent to conference is S. 3269, 
containing the language of the original 
Furlow bill as it passed the House as its 
main feature. 

Should the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs agree to send this latter meas- 
ure to conference it will enable conferees, 
composed of members of the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, and the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs to work out 
a measure on promotion that will cover 
any phase of the situation the conferees 
determine upon. This will be possible be- 
cause the amendment of the House to the 
Senate bill is one amendment involving all 
the language in the measure. 

If the Senate Committee will agree to 
send S. 3269 to conference no further ac- 
tion will be necessary on the other bills 
pending, as it will be within the powers 
of the conferees to work out legislation 
covering all the points of interest in the 
promotion problem. If S. 3269 is not sent 
to conference it will be necessary for one 
of the other bills to be passed by both 
Houses and agreed upon before any legis- 
lation is finally enacted.

Financial Digest 

By a Market Expert. 
THE cutlook for business for 1929 is 
bright, G. M.-P. Murphy and Co. de- 
clare in their latest Fortnigatly Review: 

The new year opens with every indication 
that the prosperous concerns of 1928 will be 
able to carry on into 1929. There is even 
hope that some of the industries which 
have not been doing well are likely to show 
improvement in the coming year, to that 
extent further broadening the base of our 
prosperity. 

The one real note of caution which tem- 
pers the general optimism arises from the 
money situation. For several years the 
country had enjoyed a plethora of money, 
but the continuous expansion in security 
loans, combined in 1928 with a reversal 
of the gold flow resulting in substantial 
gold exports, finally created a _ situation 
such that credit has been. light. This 
caused a loss of the buoyancy which had 
long been witnessed in’ the bond market. 
It was, perhaps, largely responsible for the 
December decline in stock prices. 

Credit conditions permitting, there doubt- 
less still exists a large buying power for 
seasoned securities. It is, of course, ap- 
preciated that rising stock prices make 
new buying power by increasing the amount 
which, if lenders on collateral are willing 
to accept the new obligations, may be bor- 
rowed on existing securities. It may not 
be realized, however, how large is the buy- 
buying power which has thus been placed in 
the hands of holders of some of the active 
—— media on the New York Stock Ex- 
change.

Navy Mutual Aid Association 


The annual meeting of the Navy Mutual 
Association was held at the Navy Depart- 
ment in Admiral Cowie’s office on Tuesday, 
Jan. 8, 1929, and the following named of- 
ficers and resident directors were elected 
for the year 1929, together with a list of 
nonresident directors at all stations and on 
board all flagships.

The annual report of the secretary and 
treasurer, Rear Adml. T. J. Cowie. U. S. N., 
was read and approved. 

The association is entering the year of 
its fiftieth anniversary. It has paid the 
benefits to, and given its assistance to the 
dependents of 1,000 deceased members. 

The association has grown remarkably in 
the past few years. The annual report 
shows that at the end of 20 years the mem- 
bership was 815, and one assessment from 
each member amounted to $3,587.60, at the 
end of 40 years the membership was 1,518, 
and one assessment amounted to $4,142.88, 
a gain of 503 members and a gain of 
$555.28 in the amount of one assessment, 

















in 20 years. The association today has a 
membership of 6,024, and one assessment 
from each member amounts to $14,137.30. 
This is a gain in the past 8 years of 4,706 
members and $9,994.42 in the value of one 
assessment. 

The cost prior to reaching the $5,000 max- 
imum, was one full assessment for each 
death, but during the year 1928, in spite 
of the fact there were 52 deaths, the actual 
cost to members was but 29 assessments, 
while the amounts paid the beneficiaries 
of the 52 deceased. members was the $7,500 
benefit, all advance assessments to their 
credit and their pro rata share of the re- 
serve fund. 

An amount equal to 9 assessments has 
been placed in the reserve fund during the 
year, and the reserve fund now has $367,- 
511.90, a gain of $131,935.04, since last year. 

Adml. Cowie urges all members to bear 
in mind that the amounts placed in the re- 
serve fund are earning compound interest, 
and that their pro rata share of this fund, 
together with all assessments to their 
credit, and the benefit ef $7,500 will be 
paid their beneficiaries, within a few hours 
after their death. 

Although 45 assessments were called for 
the year 1928, but 29 were actually used 
to pay for the 52 deaths that occurred dur- 
ing the year. Nine assessments were placed 
to each member's credit in the reserve fund 
and seven remain to each member’s credit 
in the benefit fund, therefore, in a sense, 
each member received a dividend of 16 as- 
sessments for 1928. 

All funds of the association as they be- 
come available are invested in bonds. which 
at their face value amount to £712,000, 
there being in the benefit fund $352,000, 
and in the reserve fund $360,000. 

During the year the membership voted to 
change the age limit from 30 to 35 years, 
and to charge all members detailed for 
extra hazardous duty, an additional flat 
rate per $1,000 of protection, equal to the 
actual cost for sustaining the group. 

During the year, due to the fact the as- 
sessments were raised to and stabilized at 
45 per year, and the aviators were charged 
an additional cost, quite a number of the 
members resigned, but in spite of the many 
resignations the year 1928 is claimed as 
the “banner financial year” for the Navy 
Mutual Aid, due to the fact that the 
assets have been increased from $518,030.31 
last year to $767,203.44. an increase of 
$249,173.13 in one year. The treasurer re- 
ports that the Navy Mutual Aid is now on 
a firmer financial basis than ever before. 

The annual report for the year 1928, is 
held the most interesting and important 
report ever published. Adml. Cowie urges 
all members and officers who are eligible 
for membership to read this report care- 
fully, as it gives in detail all information 
regarding “pensions” and shows by actual 
figures how the cost per $1,000 of Navy 
Mutual Aid has decreased during the past 
five years. 

After an informal discussion of the af- 
fairs of the association the members gave 
Adml. Cowie a rising vote of thanks for 
his continued excellent work and achieve- 
ment in bringing the association to its pres- 
ent high state of efficiency.

Develop New Gas Mask 


THAT a@ new superior type of gas 

mask more efficient than any type 
ever before used is beine developed at 
the Edgewood Arsenal, which has a po- 
tential capacity of 8,000 of these masks 
a day, was brought out by Representa- 
tive Barbour recently during considera- 
tion of the War Department Appropria- 
tions bill. Representative Barbour said: 


“For Chemical Warfare Service this bill 
carries an appropriation of $1,246,776. This 
is a decrease of $56,504 below the amount 
carried in the bill for the present fiscal 
year. 

“The bill contemplates that 21,000 gas 
masks shall be manufactured for the Army 
in 1930. We manufactured 24,900 for the 
Army in 1929, 

“They are developing a new gus mask at 
the Edgewood Arsenal; a mask that is far 
superior to anything that we have here- 
tefore had. In view of this development 
and in view of the fact that our Edgewotd 
Arsenal can be placed on a rather large 
production basis in a short period of time, 
the subcommittee felt that this previsien 
for 21,000 gas masks for the Army in 193 
would be sufficient. The new type of gs 
mask that our Chemical Wrrfare Service 
is manufacturing is the best gas mask in 
the world. Our plant at Exdsewood has a 
potential capacity of 8,000 gas musks per 
day. In 60 days it can be producing 
200,000 gas masks a month; and during 
that period of 60 days can turn out 200,000, 
In view of the fact that these gas masks 
deteriorate, particularly the rubber €le- 
ment, the Committee felt that the 21,000 
would be sufficient to put in the bill for 
the year 1930, aithough the new mask, 
ewing to the way it is seated and stored, 
is expected to last from 10 to 15 or pere 
haps 20 or éven more years.”

Test Leather Dye 

XPERIMENTS are being made at 

Fort Snelling, Minnesota, under the 
direction of Capt. E. N. Frakes, Supply 
Officer, 3rd Infantry, in order to devise 
a practicable method of dying leather 
equipment. It is the desire of the Com- 
manding Ofiicer to have all leather equip- 
ment of the command a uniform color, 
provided a_ feasible and economical 
method of obtaniing such a result can 
be worked out. 

Capt. Frakes has obtained the coopera- 
tion of leather experts of the O'Donnell 
Shoe Corporation of St. Paul with the 
result that considerable progress has been 
made toward obtaining satisfactory and 
economical dyes which can be used in all 
Various items of equipment 
are now being dyed in order to decide upon 
a suitable shade, after which several com- 
plete sets of equipment will be prepared 
for test purposes. 

When a suitalle method is found it is 
intended that all articles of leather equip- 
ment, including belts, shoes, gun-slings, 
cap visors and pistel holsters be brought 
to a uniform color for the entire garrison. 
Such results, it is believed, will add greatly 
to the appearnnee of the garrison at pa-
